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REPORT OF COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


Agreeably to the laws of the State we submit our report 
for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1930, together with the 
reports of all the other County Officers. Again we are grati- 
fied to report that the County has no outstanding notes or 
bonded indebtedness, having a balance on hand in the treasury 
December 31, 1930, of $34,657.46. 

During the year we have attended to many needful repairs 
in the Court House, which includes the complete renovation of 
the Main Court room, sheriff’s office, consultation room, and 
upper hall, also installed four 18-inch Dome lights in the Court 
Room to replace three old-fashioned chandeliers. A Bubbler 
fountain has been placed in the main corridor and hot water 
installed in the various lavatories in the building. During 
the summer a large area of concrete was laid in the main 
driveway around the Court House. In June we enter- 
tained the selectmen and the overseers of the poor of the vari- 
ous towns in the County at the County Farm, and the occasion 
was one of mutual benefit. The County Farm report is given 
elsewhere and shows that the affairs there under the able man- 
agement of Supt. and Mrs. B. F. Sherman have been very satis- 
factory. 

The cost of supporting dependent children is constantly in- 
creasing, and we are now required to pay $3.00 a month more 
on each child in all orphanages and Homes. 

Due to ill health, W. E. Johnson, the veteran member of 
our Board, has been unable to attend to his duties the past 
year and is retiring from office on April 1. Our relations 
have always been harmonious, and we extend to him our sin- 
cere hope that his health may improve and also our best wishes 
for the future.
